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Applicant argues that the reference teaches that the nature of the oxidation base 
is not critical, and that this constitutes a teaching away from the specific class of 
compounds claimed. This is not persuasive because there is no teaching specific 
enough or negative enough to constitute a negative teaching. In fact, it is a teaching of a 
broad expectation of success among all of the compounds disclosed in the reference. 
Applicant argues that the hair dyeing art is unpredictable. This is not persuasive 
because the reference gives a teaching of a broad expectation of success. Optimizing 
the amount of an oxidation base that is required to dye hair, and predetermination of the 
color to be expected from its use are ordinary expedients and expected duties of the 
person of ordinary skill in the hair dyeing art. The existence of qualitative differences 
among a class of compounds, all of which are taught as useful, does not constitute 
unpredictability.
